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Supplemental Hate Crime Statistics, 2021

For more than three decades, the FBI’s Uniform Crime Reporting (UCR) Program has collected
and published data on hate crime incidents in accordance with the Hate Crime Statistics Act of
1990. The UCR Program defines hate crime as a committed criminal offense which is motivated,
in whole or in part, by the offender’s bias(es) against a race/ethnicity/ancestry, religion, sexual
orientation, disability, gender, or gender identity. The goal of collecting data about these offenses
is to better understand the scope of hate crime in our nation and the various facets of this unique
crime phenomenon.

Although the UCR Program released hate crime data reported exclusively through the National
Incident-Based Reporting System (NIBRS) for 2021 in December 2022, there was a decrease in
data because many agencies were unable to complete the transition of their collection method to
NIBRS. Therefore, the UCR Program opted to retroactively accept data from law enforcement
agencies (LEASs) that had collected hate crime under the Summary Reporting System (SRS) in
2021 to provide a more complete picture of reported hate crime incidents in the United States.

As a result, this report, Supplemental Hate Crime Statistics, 2021, addresses the following:
e Effects of the UCR Program’s transition to NIBRS on hate crime statistics.
e Analysis of the supplemental 2021 hate crime dataset and revised 2021 hate crime tables.
e Comparison of 2020 hate crime data with the supplemental 2021 hate crime dataset.
e Reported hate crimes by agencies 1,000,000 or over in population, 2020 and
Supplemental 2021.
e Two-year hate crime trend, 2020-2021.

Background

For several years, the UCR Program collected and disseminated crime statistics under both SRS
and NIBRS. With SRS, which employs the Hierarchy Rule, participating LEASs report only the
most serious crime involved with a criminal incident. However, NIBRS captures multiple
offenses in an incident (when applicable) along with details (e.g., location, victim and offender
demographics, and the relationships between victims and offenders) associated with those
offenses.

In 2015, the Criminal Justice Information Services Advisory Policy Board (APB) recommended
a full transition to NIBRS beginning on January 1, 2021, requiring participating LEAS to
transition and submit data via NIBRS. However, updates to incidents submitted prior to 2021
would still be accepted under SRS, along with NIBRS data being converted back to SRS format
for long-term trending purposes. The APB recommendation was approved by the FBI Director
and supported by the International Association of Chiefs of Police, the Major City Chiefs
Association, the Major County Sheriffs of America, the National Sheriffs’ Association, the
Association of State Criminal Investigative Agencies, and the Executive Branch of the federal
government.
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NIBRS Transition

Transitioning to NIBRS requires technological upgrades and personnel hours for LEAS across
the nation and the FBI has made resources available (i.e., technical expertise, data integration
support, free training, and federal grants for system upgrades) to help address costs. Some LEAs
have been reporting crime statistics via NIBRS for more than 20 years. Others became NIBRS
compliant after the 2015 APB recommendation. Every state is now NIBRS-certified. There has
been significant progress even in the last few years. Of the 18,619 LEAs eligible to submit data
to the UCR Program in 2020, more than 50 percent (9,880) reported via NIBRS. Comparatively,
of the 18,806 LEAs eligible to submit data to the UCR Program in 2021, more than 60 percent
(11,794) reported via NIBRS. The FBI anticipates this number will continue to increase.
However, despite these efforts, not all LEAS participating in the UCR Program successfully
transitioned to NIBRS by January 1, 2021, including those in a few major cities.

Crime Estimation

The UCR Program estimated crime statistics for more than 50 years while collecting data via
SRS. Similarly, FBI data experts, in collaboration with the Department of Justice’s Bureau of
Justice Statistics, developed methodologies to produce estimates for the wider variety of offenses
and crime characteristics collected via NIBRS beginning with 2021 data. However, because a
group of larger law enforcement agencies representing areas with high populations were still
transitioning to NIBRS, it was necessary to use additional statistical modeling to produce offense
estimates for these agencies in 2021 to present a clearer accounting of crime.

Effects of the NIBRS Transition on Hate Crime Statistics

Hate crime incidents were once submitted under a separate data collection. However, they
became exclusively reported as part of NIBRS in 2021. The volume of bias-motivated incidents
reported in 2021 was impacted by the lower participation level, particularly due to the absence of
data from larger LEAs representing higher populations. The UCR Program received hate crime
data from 11,834 LEAs in 2021, which provided a firm foundation for the annual report.
However, this is a 21.8 percent decrease from the 15,138 LEAs that participated in 2020, leaving
substantial gaps in the data.

Although the UCR Program uses estimation to fill in gaps created by missing data, this process has
not been applied to hate crime due to the unique aspects associated with bias-motivated incidents.
After the limited, NIBRS-only hate crime information was released in 2022, the UCR Program
opted to temporarily reinstate the acceptance of SRS data to obtain statistics involved with hate
crime incidents for 2021 data to present a more detailed accounting of hate crime reported to law
enforcement. The UCR program plans to include SRS data in the forthcoming 2022 hate crime
statistics report as well to ensure more complete data during this time of transition.

For the 2021 data year, the UCR Program retroactively accepted SRS hate crime data submissions
and additional NIBRS hate crime reports from 3,025 agencies that covered a combined population
of 87,239,467 to help compile the supplemental report. Information received from those LEAS
representing higher populations having more diverse characteristics was especially beneficial in
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this endeavor. The additional data was combined with data submitted via NIBRS which have been
converted to the SRS format. The supplemental dataset allowed the UCR Program to present a
greater representation of hate crime in the United States for 2021.

Analysis of the Supplemental 2021 Hate Crime Dataset

The supplemental dataset for 2021 includes all hate crime incident reports regardless of the number
of months or quarters submitted by LEAs. These data reflect the reports of 14,859 LEAs
representing a total population of 302,298,384. While the original 2021 hate crime dataset reported
7,262 incidents and 8,673 related offenses as being motivated by bias toward race/ethnicity/ancestry,
religion, sexual orientation, disability, gender, or gender identity, the supplemental hate crime
dataset reports reflect 10,840 incidents and 12,411 related offenses. Highlights of the supplemental
2021 information follow. (Due to rounding, percentage breakdowns may not add up to 100 percent.)

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Victims

A total of 10,530 single-bias incidents involved 12,411 victims. A percent distribution of
victims by bias type shows that 64.5 percent of victims were targeted because of the
offenders’ race/ethnicity/ancestry bias, 15.9 percent were targeted because of the
offenders’ sexual-orientation bias, 14.1 percent were targeted because of the offenders’
religious bias, 3.2 percent were targeted because of the offenders’ gender identity bias,
1.4 percent were targeted because of the offenders’ disability bias, and 1.0 percent were
targeted because of the offenders’ gender bias.

There were 310 multiple-bias hate crime incidents that involved 411 victims.

The 12,822 total victims seen in the above chart is comprised of the 12,411 victims of
single-bias hate crimes and the 411 victims of multiple-bias hate crimes.

Offenses by Crime Category

Of the 8,327 hate crime offenses classified as crimes against persons in the supplemental
2021 dataset, 43.2 percent were intimidation, 35.5 percent were simple assault, and

20.1 percent were aggravated assault. Nineteen (19) rapes and 18 murders were reported

as hate crimes. The remaining 70 hate crime offenses classified as crimes against persons
were reported in the category of other.

Of the 3,817 hate crime offenses classified as crimes against property, 71.2 percent were
acts of destruction/damage/vandalism.

Two hundred sixty-seven (267) additional offenses were classified as crimes against
society. This crime category represents society’s prohibition against engaging in certain
types of activity such as gambling, prostitution, and drug violations. These are typically
victimless crimes in which property is not the object.

Known Offenders

In the UCR Program, the term known offender indicates that some aspect of the suspect
was identified, thus distinguishing the suspect from an unknown offender. It does not
necessarily imply that the suspect’s identity is known.

Of the 9,606 known offenders, 52.3 percent were White, 21.7 percent were Black or
African American, 1.2 percent were Asian, 1.1 percent were American Indian or Alaska
Native, 0.3 percent were Native Hawaiian or Other Pacific Islander, and 7.1 percent were
multiple races. The race was unknown for 16.3 percent.

Of the 7,150 known offenders for whom ethnicity was reported, 48.6 percent were Not
Hispanic or Latino, 11.4 percent were Hispanic or Latino, and 7.8 percent were in a
group of multiple ethnicities. Ethnicity was unknown for 32.1 percent of these offenders.
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= Of the 8,237 known offenders for whom ages were known, 84.3 percent were 18 years of
age or older, and 15.7 percent were under 18 years of age.

Locations of Hate Crimes

e LEAs may specify the location of an offense within a hate crime incident as 1 of
46 location designations. In 2021, 28.4 percent occurred in or near residences/homes,
17.4 percent occurred on highways/roads/alleys/streets/sidewalks, 7.2 percent occurred at
schools/colleges, 6.2 percent happened at parking/drop lots/garages, 3.1 percent took
place in restaurants, 3.0 percent took place in churches/synagogues/temples/mosques, and
2.7 percent occurred at parks/playgrounds. The location was reported as other/unknown
for 9.7 percent of hate crime incidents. The remaining 22.3 percent of hate crime
incidents took place in the remaining specified location categories or in multiple
locations.

Comparison of 2020 Hate Crime Data with the Supplemental 2021 Hate Crime Dataset

An examination of hate crime incidents reported by each state and the District of Columbia in the
2020 hate crime dataset compared to those included in the supplemental 2021 hate crime dataset
revealed that most states exhibited an increase in reported hate crime volume from 2020 to 2021.
Fewer exhibited no change or a decrease in reported hate crime volume. It is important to note
that an increase or decrease based only on statewide or districtwide reported incident values
should not be construed as an indication of higher or lower numbers of hate crimes committed.
The fluctuations may be a result of various factors, including any of the following:
e Improved reporting measures by LEAs
e Improved reporting measures by victims
e The 2021 transition to NIBRS, which may offer a more streamlined method to report hate
crime data than was available through SRS
e A purposeful initiated effort to obtain a more-detailed accounting of reported hate crime
in 2021, an action that was not implemented for 2020 hate crime data

Reported Hate Crimes by Agencies 1,000,000 or Over in Population, 2020 and
Supplemental 2021

The UCR Program collects data from 12 Group 1A agencies, which are defined as LEAS
operating in city jurisdictions with populations of 1,000,000 or more. Some of these 12 Group
1A agencies were unable to transition to NIBRS prior to the submission deadline and were
subsequently not included in the original 2021 NIBRS-only hate crime release. Accepting hate
crime reported in 2021 via the retired SRS allowed each Group 1A agency the opportunity to
submit hate crime numbers and be included in the 2021 hate crime supplemental data.

Reliable trends can be produced when agencies provide data with consistency. Through a
combination of NIBRS and SRS, almost every Group 1A agency provided hate crime data for all
four quarters of both 2020 and 2021 and can therefore reveal more precise year-to-year trends.

Overall, while the combined population of the cities represented by the 12 Group 1A agencies
increased 0.5 percent from 2020 to 2021, hate crime reported by these agencies increased

51.0 percent. Only two Group 1A agencies indicated decreases in reported hate crime. As the
population of Phoenix lessened 4.1 percent from 2020 to 2021, reported hate crime in Phoenix
decreased 25.1 percent from 187 to 140 incidents. Dallas’ population decreased 1.0 percent
within the same timeframe, as reported hate crime in Dallas decreased 55.3 percent from 38 to
17 incidents. The largest percentage increase (308.3 percent) was seen in Chicago, with 12 hate
crimes reported in the first half of 2020 compared to 49 reported in the first half of 2021.

San Antonio had a similar percentage increase (300.0 percent) following 16 hate crimes reported
in 2020 and 64 reported in 2021. The populations of Chicago and San Antonio each increased by
just over one percent in 2021 from the previous year.

Reported hate crimes motivated by a sexual orientation bias increased 62.8 percent from 2020 to
2021 in the Group 1A agencies for which all four quarters are considered, from 191 to

311 incidents. Reported race/ethnicity/ancestry bias motivated hate crimes increased 58.2 percent
(644 to 1,019 incidents), reported religion bias motivated hate crimes increased 36.7 percent
(256 to 350 incidents), and reported gender identity bias motivated hate crimes increased

17.9 percent (56 to 66 incidents). Disability bias motivated hate crimes increased from 2 to

7 reported incidents and reported gender bias motivated hate crimes increased from 10 to 11 from
2020 to 2021. (See Table 2.)

Two-Year Hate Crime Trend, 2020-2021

To determine a meaningful national trend, a dataset which covers a common time period of
reporting by agency for both years was created. Hate crime is reported quarterly; therefore, the
dataset used to calculate the following percent change includes those agencies reporting six or
more common months or two or more common quarters (six months) of hate crime data to the
UCR Program for both years.

According to this dataset, used to determine a two-year hate crime trend, reported hate crime
incidents increased 11.6 percent from 8,120 in 2020 to 9,065 in 2021.

Conclusion

To provide a more detailed picture of hate crime in the United States, LEASs are encouraged to
report the occurrence of bias-motivated crime in their jurisdictions to the UCR Program.
Although retroactively accepting SRS hate crime data is an interim measure to help achieve a
higher level of overall agency participation, UCR Program staff continue to work with law
enforcement partners to increase the number of LEAs that submit NIBRS data. As more agencies
transition to NIBRS, the characteristics of crime—including hate crime—will provide more
comprehensive information leading to more effective resource allocation and improved public
safety.

Appendix B: Methodology of Revised 2021 Hate Crime Tables

The Hate Crime Statistics Program of the FBI’s UCR Program collects data regarding
criminal offenses that were motivated, in whole or in part, by the offender’s bias against
the victim’s race/ethnicity/ancestry, gender, gender identity, religion, disability, or sexual
orientation, and were committed against persons, property, or society. Because
motivation is subjective, it is sometimes difficult to know with certainty whether a crime
resulted from the offender’s bias. Moreover, the presence of bias alone does not
necessarily mean that a crime can be considered a hate crime. Only when a law
enforcement investigation reveals sufficient evidence to lead a reasonable and prudent
person to conclude that the offender’s actions were motivated, in whole or in part, by his
or her bias, should an agency report an incident as a hate crime.

Changes to the data collection

Over the last several years, at the recommendation of the Criminal Justice Information
Services Division’s APB and with the approval of the FBI Director, the UCR Program
initiated several changes to the collection of hate crime data. Descriptions of those
modifications, which are included in the published data, follow.

Revision to the definition of rape

The UCR Program initiated the collection of rape data under a revised definition and
removed the term “forcible” from the offense name in 2013. The changes brought
uniformity to the offense in both SRS and NIBRS by capturing data (1) without regard to
gender, (2) including penetration of any bodily orifice by any object or body part, and
(3) including offenses where physical force is not involved. Beginning in 2013, the UCR
Program defined rape as follows:

Rape (revised definition): Penetration, no matter how slight, of the vagina or anus with
any body part or object, or oral penetration by a sex organ of another person, without the
consent of the victim. (This includes the offenses of rape, sodomy, and sexual assault
with an object as converted from data submitted via NIBRS.)

Rape (legacy definition): The carnal knowledge of a female forcibly and against her will.
In 2016, the FBI Director approved the recommendation to discontinue the reporting of
rape data using the UCR legacy definition beginning in 2017.

The offenses of fondling, incest, and statutory rape are included in the crimes against
persons, other category.

For all law enforcement agencies that submitted their hate crime data via NIBRS, the
UCR Program combined the agencies’ totals for the offenses of rape (which includes
both male and female victims), sodomy, and sexual assault with an object to derive rape
figures in accordance with the broader revised definition. (See the NIBRS User Manual
for the definitions of those individual offenses.) In addition, the UCR Program published
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any offenses of fondling, incest, and statutory rape submitted via NIBRS in the crimes
against persons category of other.

Addition of religion and anti-Arab bias motivations

In 2015, the UCR Program began permitting law enforcement agencies to report seven
new religious anti-bias categories (anti-Buddhist, anti-Eastern Orthodox, anti-Hindu,
anti-Jehovah’s Witness, anti-Church of Jesus Christ, anti-Other Christian, and anti-Sikh),
as well as an anti-Arab bias motivation.

In addition, the UCR Program began collecting the race and ethnicity categories in a
combined format in 2015. The revised category is Race/Ethnicity/Ancestry. Along with
this change, the former anti-not Hispanic or Latino ethnicity bias was changed to anti-
Other Race/Ethnicity/Ancestry bias.

Additions of animal cruelty, fraud offenses, and a cyberspace location to NIBRS
Beginning in 2016, the UCR Program permitted law enforcement agencies that contribute
data via NIBRS to report offenses of animal cruelty, identity theft, and hacking/computer
invasion, as well as the location of cyberspace.

Discontinuation of publishing data collected using the rape legacy definition

Beginning January 1, 2017, the national UCR Program ceased publishing rape data
collected using the UCR legacy definition of rape.

Addition of federal data

Federal hate crime data have been accepted since 2018.

Data collection

Incident types

The Hate Crime Statistics Program collects data about both single-bias and multiple-bias
hate crimes. A single-bias incident is defined as an incident in which one or more offense
types are motivated by the same bias. Beginning in 2013, law enforcement agencies
could report up to five bias motivations per offense type. Therefore, the definition of a
multiple-bias incident has been revised to “an incident in which one or more offense
types are motivated by two or more biases.”

Offense types

The law enforcement agencies that voluntarily participate in the Hate Crime Statistics

Program collect details about offenders’ bias motivations associated with 13 offense
types already being reported to the UCR Program: murder and nonnegligent
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manslaughter, rape, aggravated assault, simple assault, intimidation, human trafficking—
commercial sex acts, and human trafficking—involuntary servitude (crimes against
persons); and robbery, burglary, larceny-theft, motor vehicle theft, arson, and
destruction/damage/vandalism (crimes against property). The law enforcement agencies
that participate in the UCR Program via NIBRS collect data about additional offenses for
crimes against persons and crimes against property. These data appear in Hate Crime
Statistics in the category of other. These agencies also collect hate crime data for the
category called crimes against society, which includes drug or narcotic offenses,
gambling offenses, prostitution offenses, weapon law violations, and animal cruelty
offenses. (The NIBRS User Manual provides an explanation of the 28 Group A offense
categories made up of 71 Group A offenses.)

Crimes against persons, property, or society

The UCR Program’s data collection guidelines stipulate that a hate crime may involve
multiple offenses, victims, and offenders within one incident; therefore, the Hate Crime
Statistics Program is incident-based. According to UCR counting guidelines:

e One offense is counted for each victim in crimes against persons.

e One offense is counted for each offense type in crimes against property.

e One offense is counted for each offense type in crimes against society.

Victims

In the Hate Crime Statistics Program, the victim of a hate crime can be an individual, a
business/financial institution, a government entity, a religious organization, or
society/public as a whole. Law enforcement can indicate the number of individual
victims, the number of victims 18 years of age and older, and the number of victims
under the age of 18.

Offenders

According to the UCR Program, the term known offender does not imply the suspect’s
identity is known; rather, the term indicates some aspect of the suspect was identified,

thus distinguishing the suspect from an unknown offender. Law enforcement agencies

specify the number of offenders (adults and juveniles) and, when possible, the race and
ethnicity of the offender or offenders as a group.

Race/ethnicity
The five racial designations in the Hate Crime Statistics Program are: White, Black or
African American, American Indian or Alaska Native, Asian, and Native Hawaiian or

Other Pacific Islander. In addition, the UCR Program uses the ethnic designations of
Hispanic or Latino and Not Hispanic or Latino.
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Data reporting

Law enforcement agencies report hate crimes brought to their attention monthly or
quarterly to the FBI either through their state UCR Programs or directly. Although law
enforcement agencies could report their hate crime data through either a hate crime
record layout submitted via SRS or through a NIBRS submission in years past, the UCR
Program transitioned to a NIBRS-exclusive collection in 2021. However not all law
enforcement agencies were able to make the transition to the NIBRS data collection by
the January 1, 2021, deadline. Consequently, overall participation in the UCR Program,
including hate crime reporting, was considerably lower than in previous years. After the
limited NIBRS-only hate crime information was released in 2022, the UCR Program
opted to temporarily reinstate the acceptance of SRS data to obtain statistics involved
with hate crime incidents for both 2021 and 2022 to present a fuller accounting of hate
crime incidents reported to law enforcement. The UCR Program combined the data from
the reports that were retroactively submitted through SRS with the existing 2021 hate
crime data from NIBRS submissions to supplement the 2021 hate crime dataset and
compile a special report.

Population figures and area designations

Population estimation

For the 2021 population estimates used in these tables, the FBI computed individual rates
of growth from one year to the next for every city/town and county using 2010 decennial

population counts and 2011 through 2020 population estimates from the U.S. Census
Bureau. The rates of growth for each agency were averaged; that average was then
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applied and added to its 2020 Census population estimate to derive the agency’s 2021
population estimate.

Universities and colleges

The population figures used for universities and colleges are student enrollments that
were provided by the U.S. Department of Education for the 2020 school year, the most
recent available. The enrollment figures include full-time and part-time students.

County designations

Based on the Office of Management and Budget’s standards for defining Metropolitan
Statistical Areas, the UCR Program refers to suburban counties as metropolitan counties
and to rural counties as nonmetropolitan counties.

Caution to users

Valid assessments about crime, including hate crime, are possible only with careful study
and analysis of the various conditions affecting each local law enforcement jurisdiction.
(See Uniform Crime Reporting Statistics: Their Proper Use.) In addition, some data in
this report may not be comparable to those in prior editions of Hate Crime Statistics
because of differing levels of participation from year to year. Therefore, the reader is
cautioned against making simplistic comparisons between the statistical data of this
program and that of others with differing methodologies or even comparing individual
reporting units solely on the basis of their agency type.

Table methodology

To be included in this report, law enforcement agencies must have submitted at least one
Group A Incident Report or a Group B Arrest Report via NIBRS, or subsequently, a hate
crime record layout via SRS. The published data, therefore, do not necessarily represent
reports from each participating agency for all 12 months (or 4 quarters) of the calendar
year. In addition, the UCR Program does not apply offense estimation procedures to
account for missing data from agencies that do not participate in the Hate Crime Statistics
Program.

When examining the data contained in this report, data users should be aware that the
first line following each table number presents that table’s unit of analysis: incident,

offense, victim, or known offender.
